Back to the CCC? 
With the spotlight on New York in the na­ 
tional concern over ju venile crime, officials 
in that city are toying with the idea of settng 
u p work camps as one solu tion to the growing 
problem. 
A few you ths nearing parole already have 
been transferred from a correctional institu tion 
to a camp from which they are sent daily to 
work on state lands. More su ch camps are 
planned, some of them for boys not actu ally 
afou l of the law who are willing to leave envi­ 
ronments, at home and on the streets, condu cive 
to crime.

The steady growth of service indu stries, as 
Sylvia Porter has pointed ou t, has cau sed them 
to employ more people than now are employed 
in produ ction. This is a testimonial to efficiency 
19 produ ction methods, bu t in a larger sense it 
iS evidence of an insatiable demand for needs 
tfcat rise ou t of produ ctivity.

If sales of new TV sets are slu ggish, 
no time is wasted in cu tting overhead at the 
factories.

Every gadget possessor, whatever it happens to 
be, becomes aware sooner or later if short­ 
comings in arrangements to k eep his gadgets 
iff work ing order. 
The needs that have risen ou t of America’s 
fabu lou s produ ctivity are still largely u nsatis­ 
fied. even thou gh the service indu stries already 
loom larger than the indu stries that produ ced 
the things that need servicing.

And the old saw 
deteriorated into an old jok e as the state voted 
Repu blican in the Septembers of 1936, 1940, 
1944, and 1948. Abou t all you cou ld say was 
that u nless Maine voted Repu blican by at least 
65 per cent, the GOP wou ld have trou ble in 
the nation, and even that barometer occasionally 
went haywire. 
So Maine’s voters have decided to join 
cilizens of 47 other states in November elec­ 
tions. It’s a case of New England individu ality 
yielding to New England practicality, for, as 
proponents of the switch argu ed. “Twice in two 
months is too often to traipse to the polls”.

He became par­ 
ty chairman after the war and 
u nder his leadership it reached 
the edge of disaster. 
Chef spok esman for the other 
side is John Gates, editor in chief 
of the Daily W’ork er, the party’B 
newspaper, and critic of the par­ 
ty’s failu re to find a way to k eep 
its members and increase its ef­ 
fectiveness. 
The membership began dwindl­ 
ing u nder Fo$ter, and the party 
fou nd itself isolated from all other 
grou ps in American life. And then 
for a party which pretended to 
have the solu tions for American 
living, it made a pitifu l and ab­ 
ject admission.
